Zebras us carriage horses and for 
riding purposes may soon be a common 
sight, for a recent experiment at the 
Lindon 
zoo 
has demonstrated

broken in, than the gentlest of ordinary 
horses, 
s a y s the Loudon Black and 
White. 
After spending four hours in break­ 
ing in a zebra Captain Horace H ayes 
is able to ride it handily. 
His first pu­ 
pil w as Jennie, ti nine-year-old zebra 
presented to King Edw ard by the Em ­ 
peror Menelik of Abyssinia.

Five d ay s later the 
ex-sultan committed suicide, a fact 
which w as proved by nineteen doctors. 
Ten d ays after this tragedy Sultan 
M urad became insane and w as deposed 
and Abdal Hamid ascended the throne. 
Miilhat w as banished, but w as received 
with so much favor in Europe that the 
sultan became nervous and recalled 
him and appointed him governor of 
Syria. 
Here he did much good, but 
found him self called upon to resign in 
1880. 
lie next became governor gen­ 
eral of Smyrna, but shortly afterw ard 
he w as arrested with Mehemet Rushdl 
P ash a and others on a charge of being 
concerned iii the murder of Abdul Aziz. 
The trial dragged on for months, and 
Miilhat, with others, w as condemned to 
death, but on the intervention of the 
English government his sentence was 
changed to imprisonment for life. Mid­ 
hat w as sent to Taif, in Arabia, where 
many attem pts were m ade to poison 
him, which were frustrated by his serv­ 
ant. 
One 
night 
however, 
he was 
draggl'd from ids room by some of the 
sultan’s officials and strangled.
